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upon; and any other delivery of said bonds by any of 
said commissioners, or their agents, shall be deemed an 
embezzlement, and subject the offender upon convic-
tion thereof, to fine and imprisonment at the discretion 
of the court. 

SECTION 7. Said commissioners, before entering upon 
their duties, shall take an oath for the faithful perform-
ance of the same. 

SECTION 8. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.
